Europe, tending: to chccli. iti growiu}; j 
pro!>pcrity.~At that time I had rCuson 
to expect that with Gri ut*13riuiin a sa­ 
tisfactory adjustment would speedily be 
effected. 
But in this I Have been dis- 
uppointed. 
T he just claims of redress 
lur the ftOBt, and security for the./ui//rr, 
have, been (K layt d, if not entirely rcfus« 
i «1. 
And although her capiurea for the 
iust year, have not been num erous, she 
toiiiiuues unrevoked her new and inju­ 
rious system of M aritime Law cuibruc- 
»d i>y the orders in eouucil ; which 
p b ces the Commerce of neutrals to her 
enem ies doihinions almost entirely w ith­ 
in hvr controul. 
W hether the death of 
the kin;f, which is said to have hap­ 
pened, will produce any change favoura­ 
ble to our intercTit, is very questronublc. 


Our affairs with Frunce, (the, other 
great b elligeren t) have not remained 
f'ntirdy in the situation In wlijyih they 
wore at the close o f the last session.

But so far as 1 am able

cause of congratulation for my country. 
- —W e have indeed been informed by 
the Frendi- mlniater for foreip;n affairs, 
in a communication lately made to our 
rnvoy at Paris, that “ his majesty (the 
em peror) loves the 
Am ericans, that 
tiu ir prospcriiy and their com m orce 
are within the scope of his policy : and 
. that our independence is one o f the 
principal titles o f glory to France.” — 
Could we for^jet the indignities Which 
wv have received from the same quarler 
before*; and the unredressed wrongs, 
and daily repeated injuries M'hich we 
have experienced since, we m ight per­ 
haps be seduced to place som e confi­ 
dence in this eifu&ion o f protended af­ 
fection ; but when it is recol’ected that 
the same Up®, which have uttered this 
devotion to pur interest and attachment 
to our country, pronounced us, not 
m ore Ihtln si 
year ago', a nation 
of 
rtordid stock-jobbers, without honour, 
witi|out energ)’ and unworthy the jnde- 
pcndence which we enjoy ; when it is 
recollected too that the lavs-lcss sc<.pJc^- 
1 rat ions and confiscations of the property 
of otir citisscns have continued without j| 
interm ission, w e have certainly p;reat i 
cause to suspect the sinecrity of the dc- 
elaiation of the Em peror of Franco.

In this stale of things, and without 
any other evi<lence, (at least none which 
has m et the public eye) the President 
on the secoiid of Novem ber last isbued 
his Proclamation in.conformity with the 
act o f the first o f May, 1810, thereby 
declaring in substance that the edicts ol 
France were so revoked or modified as 
that they ceased to violate the neutral 
com m erce of the United States. 
Tlte 
consequence of this act was, that aftor 
the second of February, the importation 
of all articles, the growth or manufac­ 
ture of the British dominions, and the 
entrance into our ports of British ves­ 
sels was interdicted, under the penalty 
o f seizure and confiscation o f vessel and 
cargo. T he information official and pri­ 
vate, which has beea received through 
various channels during the present 
session, leaves not a shadow of doubt 
fliat the injurious decrees o f France 
have never been revoked, but that they 
have actually operated on the American 
com m erce long after the first*day of No; 
vember. 
T h is is confirmed by a fact 
which is of itself conclusive. 
T he new 
French m inister who arrived here a few 
w eeks ago, left France on the 31st D e ­ 
cem ber last— he docs not pretet^d to as­ 
sert thatt^osie decrccs were revoked at 
that tim e. 
ï t does indeed appear from 
the comm unication o f two o f the French 
dignitai'ies to their subordinate oflicers, 
that the American vessels seized since 
the firstday of Novem ber shali not be 
im m ediately confiscated, but the adju­ 
dication delayed until further ordci s :
